Officials said the rebels raid- 
ed the Vietnamese Catholic 
village of Than Thvong and kid- 
naped the Vatican-appointed 
priest of the community who 
was soon to replace the bishop 
of Thain Binh. 

Than Thvong is about 35 miles 
southwest of Haiphong, the port 
for Hanoi, where United States 
Air Force technic are sta- 
tioned. 

The rebels burned and dyna- 
mited homes of the 2000 in- 
habitants of the village, officials 
said. They added that only about 
600 persons, who were working 
in adjacent rice fields, escaped. 

Survivors were quoted as say- 
ing the rebels infiltrated dis- 
guised as peasants, with auto- 
matic weapons concealed in their 
flowing clothing and in baskets. 
They attacked Catholic militia 
men guarding the village, mowed 
them down and then began fir- 
ing on the villagers, survivors 
said. 

Racing through the village. 
the attackers threw grenades 
into village homes and machine- 
gunned the people as they fled, 
the survivors said. 

Father Anh, head of the vil- 
lage Catholic community, was 
seized, officials reported. The 
attack occurred several days 
ago, officials said, and aFrench 
mobile column discovered the 
tragedy when it reached the vil- 
lage yesterday. 

Before news of the massacre 
reached Hanoi, rumors of the 
arrival of Chinese Communists

Work on a pipeline removal 
project near Rolla, Mo., which 
was shut down after threats of 
violence, was resumed after the 
project contractor agreed. to 
meet a $14,000 pay-off demand, 
Maurice W. Crawford, vice presi- 
dent of the contracting firm, 
testified in United States Dis- 
trict Court today, 

Crawford, who began his testi- 
mony yesterday in the trial of 
three AFL business agents 
charged with conspiracy to vio- 
late the federal anti-racketeering 
law, said the job was shut down 
for six days, work being started 
again Aug. 11, 1950. 

The labor representatives on 
trial are Carl J. (Dutch) Bianchi. 
outstate representative of Local 
513, Hoisting Engineers; William 
Poster, business agent of Local 
110, Building Laborers, and 
Lawrence A. Thompson, busi- 
ness agent of a Cape Girardeau 
(Mo.) local of the Building Ma- 
terial & Construction Chauf- 
feurs’ Union. 

They are charged specifically 
with interfering with interstate 
commerce by extorting $15,312 
from the Trojan company, an 
Oklahoma City firm, on two 
pipeline jobs in 1950 and 1951. 

Urged Job Be Shut Down. 

Crawford told a jury of 10 
men and two women in United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen’s court that on Aug. 5, 
1950, he phoned Felix Johnson, 
secretary-treasurer of the com- 
pany, and advised him to shut 
down the job to avoid labor

a contract to remove p ron 162 
miles of Shell Oil Co. pipeline, 
90 miles of which was east-

“I told Felix a 
union gang had run my right- 
of-way foreman and one of the 
welders off the right-of-way. He 
told me the job would have to 
be shut down. 

Crawford testified that he and 
Donald Knapp, project foreman, 
met Felix Johnson in St. Louis 
on Aug. 8. He described a 
meeting with Bianchi, Poster and 
other labor representatives at 
the Statler Hotel at which Bi- 
anchi, according to previous 
testimony by Johnson, demanded 
a pay-off amounting to three 
cents per lineal foot of pipeline 
removed from the ground. 

Crawford and Knapp left be- 
fore the conference ended, the 
witness said, and Johnson later 
informed him of the extortion 
demand. 

„We talked over whether to 
pay off or not,” Crawford said. 
“We decided, because of possible 
financial loss, damage to equip- 
ment and injuries to our em- 
ployes, to pay off.” 

Crawford and other witnesses 
testified the payments at the 
3-cent-per-foot rate amounted to 
between $13,000 and $15,000. 

On cross-examination, Craw- 
ford disclosed that a company 
foreman, whom he identified as 
Robert Hearn, came to work

PUT AT 90 PCT. IN 
SOME SCHOOLS 


DES MOINES, Ia., Feb. 17 
(UP)—At least 90 per cent of 
high school students in Nassau 
county, New York, drink alco- 
holic beverages and 79 per cent 
were having an “occasional” 
drink by the age of i4, Better 
Homes and Gardens said today. 

The statistics were contained 
in a report on a survey by Dr. 
Matthew N. Chappell of Hofstra 
College, Long Island. 

The survey showed that about 
75 per cent of the teen-agers 
“took their first drinks” at home 
with parental consent.

“By enhancing our military ef- 
fectiveness, we strengthen our 
efforts to deter aggression; by 
enlarging the opportunities for 
peacetime development, we ac- 
celerate our Own progress and 
strengthen the free world.” 

Hearings looking toward re- 
vision of the Atomic Energy Act 
were held last summer by the 
joint congressional committee on 
atomic energy, and the pro- 
posed amendments were draft- 
ed, after those hearings, by the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
Those submitted to Congress to- 
day follow the broad outline of 
proposed changes reported in 
the Post-Dispatch last Nov. 5. 


Illustrates Progress. 


Illustrating how far the atomic 
expectations of 1946 have been 
outdistanced by the realities of 
1954, the President told Con- 
gress today: 

“A wide variety of atomic 
weapons—considered in. 1946 to 
be mere possibilities of a dis- 
tant future — have today 
achieved conventional status in 
the arsenals of our armed 
forces. The thermonuclear 
weapon — non-existent eight 
years ago—today dwarfs in de- 
structive power all atomic 
| weapons. 
| “The practicability of con- 
structing a submarine with 
atomic propulsion was question- 
able in 1946; three weeks ago 
the launching of the U.S.S. Nau- 
tilus made it certain that the use 
of atomic energy for ship pro- 
pulsion will ultimately become 
widespread. 

„in 1946, too, economic indus- 
trial power from atomic energy 
sources seemed very remote; to- 
day it is clearly in sight—large- 
ly a matter of further research 
and development, and the estab- 
lishment of conditions in which 
the spirit of enterprise can 
flourish.” ’ 

In the field of co-operation 
with other nations, the Presi- 
dent said that most of our 
friends among the nations have 
had little opportunity to inform 
themselves on the employment 
of atomic weapons and, under 
the law as it stands, we cannot 
give them the tactical informa- 
tion necessary to their effective 
participation with us in com- 
bined military 9 and 
planning and to their own de- 
fense under atomic attack. | 

He did not say so, but it is 
understood here the top NATO 
commanders at least have been 
given a general understanding 
of the tactical use of atomic 
weapons and the necessary de- 
fense measures. 

Aid to ‘Own Security.’ 
He went on to tell Congress 
today: 

“Our own security will in- 
crease as our allies gain informa- 
tion concerning the use of and 
the defense against 
weapons. Some of our allles, in 
fact, are now producing fission- 
able materials or weapons, sup-

Praised by Commander. 

Before the argument over the 
documents, the chief witness 
heard was Maj. Gen. Clayton C. 
1 Jerome, who was Schwable's air 

commander in Korea. 

Jerome, now aircraft com- 
mander of the Atlantic Fleet 
Marine Force, called Schwable 
one of the most “conscientious 
and bravest” officers he has 
ever known. 

Jerome said Schwable was his 
chief of staff at the time he was 
shot down on a flight in July 
1952, and captured by the Com- 
munists. Aside from praising 
Schwable’s bravery, Jerome also 
said he was one of the bright- 
est officers he had known. 

Jerome testified that Schwa- 
ble’s ill-fated flight was author- 
ized but that the route had not 
been specified. Jerome added, 
under questioning by court coun- 
sel, that he believed Schwable 
had taken a route that was “well 
within à proper reconnaisarice 
area” and that high winds had 


across the enemy’s line. 

The court—made up of three 
Marine generals and a Navy ad- 
miral—will report its findings to 
the Marine Corps, which then 
will decide whether to court-

The United 
States library was one of the 
targets for attack by the scream- 
ing mob 
Five policemen, including two 
officers, were seriously injured 
and 16 mounted policemen and 
six horses were hurt.

Venereal Disease Control 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

President Eisenhower cut the 
budget for venereal disease control 
from $9,800,000 in the last fiscal year 
to $5,000,000 for the current year, 

and now he has indicated his inten- 
tion to cut it in the coming year to 


000. 

We approve all attempts to cut 
federal spending where such spend- 
ing is unnecessary. But all cuts 
should be examined to see whether 
we are doing away with necessary 
functions. The abrogation of a nec- 
essary function may actually increase 
our costs rather than decrease them. 

A case of infectious syphilis not 
treated may cause many other cases 
of the same disease. Syphilis is a 
contagious disease, A formidable per- 
centage of cases not treated will be- 
come public charges because of men- 
tal disease or heart disease.

At present, the control of venereal 
disease has not reached the point of 
irreducible minimum. Figures re- 


leased by the United States Public 


Health Service indicate that last year 
syphilis alone showed an increase 


* within 15 states and the District of 


Columbia. 


In the City of St. Louis, 200 per 
cent more infectious syphilis cases 
were found within the last six 


months of 1953 than had been found

in a similar period in 1952. Gonor- 
rhea in St. Louis is on the increase. 

This is no time, therefore, to cut 
funds on a program that is of im- 
portance to the health of the popu- 
lation. 


It has been pointed out by Conrad 
Van Hyning, executive director of 
the American Social Hygiene Associ- 
ation, that “we are failing to find 
about three-fourths of the syphilis in 
our country in its early infectious 
stages. By failing to find and treat 
infectious cases we are contributing 
to the deficiencies in health protec- 
tion which the President referred to 
in his State of the Union message.

Mr. Sweets presented statistics about enroll- 
ment in journalism and law, under Lincoln Uni- 
versity auspices.

A breakdown on journalism students in Lin- 
coln University shows the same general state of 
affairs. According to Mr, Sweets, out of a total 
of 137 students (since the start of journalism in- 
struction in 1945) only 57 have come from Mis- 
souri. Out-of-state journalism students, he said, 
like those in now, come to Missouri as a result 
of intensive recruiting in states as far distant as 
Connecticut, Delaware, the Carolinas and Florida. 


If Mr. Sweets’s expénditure figures are cor- 
rect Missouri speht $587,800.28 on the Lincoln 
University School of Law from 1940 to 1953 and 
$320,412.26 on its journalism school from 1945 
to 1953 for a combined total of $908,212.54. The 
average cost per student in these Lincoln Uni- 
versity courses is much higher than for a white 
student at the University of Missouri. Yet no one 
who is informed would contend that the instruc- 
tion would be “equal” to that at the University 
of Missouri. 


There is no justification whatever for the con- 
tinuation of these separate schools at the univer- 
sity level. As the Post-Dispatch has pointed out 
repeatedly, several states to the South have been 
less hesitant than Missouri in providing truly 
equal and non-discriminating education. Texas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas have abandoned dis- 
crimination in graduate schools. Kentucky and 
Tennessee are ahead of us in some aspects. 


Yet Missouri hangs back waiting apparently 
for still another Supreme Court decision to say 
that the Supreme Court meant what it said in 
the Lloyd Gaines case in 1938. 

Thanks to a veto. by Gov. Donnelly in his 
first term, Missouri was spared the profligate 
mistake of spending some $400,000 on a. build- 
ing for a Negro law school in St. Louis. State 
and educational officials should now join in 
moving to stop this waste and s open state uni- 
versities and colleges to all its young citizens. 

What could be more nonsensical than to cause 
many young Missourians to go to Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas and other state universities which do not 
discriminate, meanwhile wastefully recruiting 
students from afar for searsented law and jour-

Promising Idea i in Granite City 

All the effort to advance the St. Louis metro- 
politan area is not confined to the west side of 
the Mississippi by any means.

Russia's insistence on continuing this situa- 
tion, in the guise of independence, was plainl7 
intended to -wreck hopes for an agreement on 
Austria. For the three Western powers had al- 
ready made every possible concession to Rus- 
sia on an Austrian treaty. They had agreed on 
47 of the 52 articles and had announced they 
would accept Soviet emendanents for the re- 
maining five. 

Faced with the siden threat of een. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov invented new 
treaty terms, with Red occupation attached. 

This Russian retreat from negotiation illus- 
trates two things about Soviet: diplomacy: 
Russia’s ultimate reliance is armed force, and 
its principal fear is free expression. Each is true 
for Germany as well as Austria. 

In Austria, as the Molotov scheme shows, Rus- 
sia has no desire to remove the Red Army. It is 
her last hold on the country. In Germany, the 
Kremlip stands firm against the West's proposals 


for free elections to establish a central goverri- . 


ment. For Austria was permitted to hold free 
elections and establish a central government, 
with results embarrassing to Communism. 

Austria's rejection of “independence” under 
Soviet terms shows what would happen if Ger- 
many, too, were allowed freedom of choice. This 
was a defeat for Soviet diplomacy.

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Mr. Matthews’s Expedient 

County Supervisor Matthews’s plan for break- 
ing the expressway deadlock has more expedi- 
ency in it than logic. It would solve a county 
problem by creating a new problem for the city. 
Yet for want of a practical alternative state and 
city officials have agreed to conduct surveys to 
determine feasibility ot the plan. 

Mr. Matthews proposes to abandon for the 
present the proposed Central Parkway through 
Clayton and University City. Although Clayton 
and University City opposition to this project 
did not in itself defeat the county bond issue, 
abandonment of the route would enable the 
county to cut the bond issue substantially—and a 
smaller proposition may command support at a 
new election that was lacking at the first. 

In order to get some central expressway built, 
and in order to get the state to pay most of the 
cost, Mr. Matthews reverts to the previously- 
proposed “southern” route, which would take 
Highway 40 from Brentwood boulevard on an 
end rum south of Maplewood, then into St. Louis 
along Mill Creek valley. 

The objections to this route remain what they 
were. It will create a serious problem for St. 
Louis downtown. Present bridges are inadequate 
to carry traffie that would be discharged by an 
‘expressway south ef the railroad tracks; new 
and costly means of access to the central busi- 
ness district would have to be devised. 

Another objection is that congestion and pop- 
ulation are heaviest north of the Forest Park 
axis, whereas the Matthews plan would locate 
the expressway south of that axis, duplicating 
the present Clayton road-express highway route. 
On the plus side, the Matthews plan has the 
undoubted virtue of being one which all the 
communities involved can probably agree on. 
Given the metropolitan area’s acute need of ex- 
pressways, an inferior route may be better than 
| none, especially if it enables work to proceed 
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These considerations warrant exploration of 
the Matthews plan. But meanwhile the County 


+ Couneil should, as some of its members suggest, 


learn precisely why the bond issue failed before 
watering down the highway program.

Lawyer Active in Demo- 
cratic Politics Collapses 
in Court. 


John E. Mooney, St. Louis 


county attorney long active in 
Democratic politics, died today 
after collapsing during trial of a 
case in Circuit Judge Raymond 
E. La Driere’s court at Clayton. 
He was 74 years old. 


He complained of difficulty 
in breathing and was permitted 
to lie down in the courtroom 
while an ambulance was called. 
He was taken to St. Louis Coun- 
ty Hospital where he died 40 
minutes later. 

He was chairman of the 
county Board of Election Com- 
missioners from 1949 until last 
year, when Gov. Phil M. Don- 
helly appointed a new board. 
In 1930, as president of the 
_county Taxpayers’ Protective As- 
sociation, Mr. Mooney led a 
vigorous campaign aga the 
notorious Ral Sewer Law, 
which led to repeal of the law 
the following year and to pas- 
sage of the present sewer dis- 
trict law. : 

Earlier in his long career in 
the county he was an assistant 
prosecuting attorney in 1912-14, 
county excise commissioner, 
1916-20, and county counselor, 
1935-36. He was unsuccessful 
candidate for nomination for 
presiding judge of the old Coun- 
ty Court in 1938. From 1914 to 

1917 he was chairman of the 
county Democratic Central Com- 
mittee.

The agent reached the rendez-

His clothes froze but 
he was determined to carry out 
the assignment. 

Just before daylight, he heard 
the. hunters coming and saw the 
gleam of their lantern. Soon, 
they appeared on the ditch bank, 
each carrying several coons for 
his night's hunting efforts. One

@ small-caliber rifle that had 
been used to shoot the animals 
from the tall trees after the dogs 
had bayed them. 

Agent Calls Their Bluff. 

As they approached the agent, 
he turned his flashlight in their 
direction and said, “I am a con- 
servation agent and I want to 
find out if you are in possession 
of illegal game,” Each of them 
dropped his game and advanced 
with threats and imprecations.

Since our last formal dinner was marked by 
such occurrences as getting the tomato aspic 
ring slung over one arm like a life preserver, 
over-toasting the rolls, and having to bale a 
small boy out of the Cordon Bleu dessert, we 
were eager to learn how it could be done. 

Miss Grace tactfully pointed out our principal 
error; we shouldn't have had the aspic ring, the 
homemade rolls, and the whoop-de-do dessert 
all on the same menu. Simplicity is one of the 
first rules of proper party giving.

to prepare casserole dishes which are so popu- 


lar for buffet meals, Have a teacart so you can 
pile everything on it and wheel it in. 

“If you own a deep freeze, you can simplify 
your party giving by preparing foods in quan- 
tities and putting them away for future parties.

MISS GRACE’S 45-minute dinner has a sim- 
ple but impressive menu, consisting of*clams on 
the half shell, a charcoal steak, French fried 
onions, tossed green salad, and for dessert, 
Italian Zaboglione Muscatel, which is easy to 
prepare, thus:
